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WHO'S WHO 


It all started 21 years ago. An 
educational drama series, from 
the British. Broadcasting Com- 
pany, that used the gimmick of a 
teenager and her mysterious, un- 
usual grandfather who owned a 
time machine able to take them 
and their companions back to 
various famous places in long- 
gone ages. The program was 
called Doctor Who. 

Then, following a four-part pre- 
historic serial, writer Terry Nation 
changed the course of the new 
series by taking the Time And Re- 
lative Dimensions In Space vehi- 
cle — the TARDIS — to the planet 
Skaro, where the passengers and 
the viewers would first meet the 
Daleks, science-fiction monsters 
such as the world had never seen. 

The appeal of the series be- 
came as wide as the universes its 
hero was to traverse. That hero, 
became known as the Doctor, not 
Doctor Who, as the show's title 
would imply. So remarkable is the 
concept of the Doctor that has 
emerged over the years that even 
the change in actor playing the 
tole has not detracted from the 
character. In fact the Doctor's

of the most popular shows in the 
world, yet it's a ratings loser in 
syndicated reruns. Television ex- 
perts speculate that this is due to 
the loyal viewers of the show 
being primarily interested іп 
what's going to happen next to 
their favorite characters and not 
in reliving past traumas — espe- 
cially what they know what's going 
to happen next. Now, in my humble 
opinion, local commercial television 
stations are sitting on a potential 
gold mine with the Doctor Who 
program.

THE DOCTOR ON SATELLITE 

Starting around the beginning 
of 1986, U.S. Who fans will all see 
the same episodes at the same 
time. According to Ray Kraft of 
Lionheart Television International 
(U.S. distributor of the series), at 
that time, Doctor Who will begin 
transmission over the Public 
Broadcasting System's satellite, 
beaming the same stories to all 
the public TV stations that carry 
the show. “We'll send out the half- 
hour version of the'show five days 
a week, and on weekends we'll 
transmit the feature version forthe 
Stations who use that format,” 
Kraft says. It's expected that most 
Stations will tape the satellite 
transmission for broadcast in their 
most convenient timeslot. 

Kraft says the satellite trans- 


missions will most likely begin 
with the very first Doctor, William 
Hartnell, in his very first adven- 
ture, “Ап Unearthly Child,” then 
go through all the complete Hart- 
nell stories available, moving on 
through the Patrick Troughton, 
Jon Pertwee, Tom Baker, and 
Peter Davison tales. “Starting 
the Hartnell adventures will de- 
pend in part on how many new 
Stations we bring on board be- 
tween now and then,” Kraft ex- 
plains. “We'd like to start all the 
stations with Tom Baker, let them 
build an audience, then introduce 
the eatlier Doctors."

British Who producer John 
Nathan-Turner hinted at this 
move in a New York convention 
appearance in March, saying, "If 
you think about it in practical 
terms, it would make the Doctor 
Who audience an audience to be 
assessed en masse. At the mo- 
ment, | know that there are mil- 
lions and millions of people who 
watch the show — not just de- 
votees, but people who just watch 
the show and enjoy it. It would be 
nice to calculate that, because 
I've noticed that TV Guide, for 
example, gives very little space to 
Doctor Who. If we're all on at the 
same time, then we're a force to 
be reckoned with, and I'd like to 
see that.” 

Kraft agrees, noting, “We're 
going to give the stations plenty 
of time to get the information into 
their magazines and guides, and 
explain to the fans that this can 
only enhance the program in the 
U.S. We can serve many, many 
more markets, we'll get national 
publicity." 


MORE REACTION TO THE 
HIATUS 

Ray Kraft also had some things 
to say about the effect the year 
long production break on Doctor 
Who in Britain will have on Amer- 
ican distribution of the series. 

"The whole thing was a surprise 
to us," he told Who Knows, "and 
we went right to the powers-that- 
be at the BBC and said, 'We need 


to know — are you going to can- 
cel the show or just delay it?' They 
promised us, guaranteed us, that 
the show has only been delayed." 
However, the reasons Kraft 
states for the production hiatus 
are somewhat different from the 
BBC's public announcement, which 
noted a need for development of 
new material. Kraft cites "internal 
problems, losing ratings in Britain, 
due to the format change to 50 
minute episodes last season, and 
a change in style that has taken the 
show away from the family viewing 
that had built the audience. The 
BBC felt the only way to bring the 
show back around to the success 
they think it should be was to delay 
it." He also said the BBC has prom- 
isedthatthe show will remain in pro- 
duction beyond the next season. 

Kraft went on to note that the 
delay may require Lionheart to 
rerun at least part of its current 
package one time more then orig- 
inally planned, before there are 
enough Colin Baker episodes to 
fill out a worthwhile package, "if 
Colin Baker continues as the 
Doctor" he surmised, the first 
hint from anywhere that Baker 
might not be in the role when the 
show returns in 1986. Producer 
John Nathan-Turner has flatly 
stated (in Doctor Who #14) that 
he, script editor Eric Saward, 
Colin Baker, and Nicola Bryant 
will all be returning in their respec- 
tive positions. Time will tell. 


PRODUCER'S THOUGHTS 

Among the other things Doctor 
Who producer John Nathan- 
Turner has discussed with fans 
recently: 

Rumors about Doctor Who film- 
ing in America: “More than a 
tumor. We actually planned last 
year to film in New Orleans, for 
the story ‘The Two Doctors.’ Our 
co-producers, unfortunately, pulled 
out at the last moment. The addi- 
tional expense of coming over 
here requires a co-producer. So 
very hurriedly, the script was re- 
written for Spain. If we can do a 
decent co-production deal, we still 
would like to come over to the 
States, It would be wonderful to 
entertain the idea perhaps, a 
whole story on film. 

Why did the sound effects and 
music disappear halfway through 
“Resurrection of the Daleks?": 
"The reason was a BBC screw- 
up. They sent the tapes to the U.S. 
to be duplicated before we had 
dubbed them all. However, the 
problem is being resolved, and 
the next time you see the story, 
all the music and effects should 


be there. | apologize for the monu- 
mental screw-up.” 

Will “Shada,” the uncompleted 
Tom Baker-era adventure, be 


novelized?: “Douglas Adams, 
author of the ‘Hitchhiker's Guide 
to the Galaxy,” who also wrote ‘Pi- 
rate Planet,” ‘City of Death,’ and 
'Shada, has been approached 
and he wants to write all three of 
them. He is waiting for time to fit 
them in, as he has been extremely 
busy. He doesn't want anyone 
else to do them. 

Colin Baker's costume: "І had 
more than a hand in designing 
something ‘totally tasteless.’ 
What was quite funny about it — 
our costume designer, Pat God- 
frey, came to the office and | de- 
scribed to her the kind of thing | 
wanted. Something very garish — 
clashing checks, clashing stripes, 
clashing colors everywhere. She 
looked amazed, went away, and 
came back a week later with some 
fairly tasteful designs. To the trade 
costumer, a clashing of brown and 
grey checks is horrendous. It took 
us about eight attempts with Pat 
to get us the travesty we're stuck 
with." 


Will Doctor Who be available on 
home videotape?: "We do have 
three stories available at the 
moment in the U.K., which I don't 
honestly think would sell very well 
over here. They're Tom Baker 
stories, but who here hasn't got a 
copy of ‘Pyramids of Mars,’ ‘The 
Brain of Morbius,’ or ‘Genesis of 
the Daleks'? The next one we're 
releasing in the home market is 
a Pat Troughton — 'Seeds of 
Death.' | think you can certainly 
assume that we'd release it over 
here as well." 


Changing the shape of the TAR- 
DIS?: “We toyed with changing it 
in ‘Attack of the Cybermen.' | 
thought ‘What a great idea to 
change it for one story! So we 
fixed the chameleon circuit for 
‘Attack of the Cybermen,' and 
changed the police box into 
ridiculous things like organs, Vic- 
torian fireplaces, what have you. 
Finally, it turned back into a police 
box, and the Doctor was highly 
relieved, giving it a welcome pat 
on the side. No, we're not chang- 
ing it, but we've had our fun.” 


THE MASTER LOG, Part TWO

Last time, we looked at the his- 
tory of the Master, the Doctor's 
Gallifreyan archenemy, through 
the events of the historic "double 


trovalva"), which saw the role of 
the villain taken up by actor An- 
thony Ainley, and the role of the 
Doctor passed on to Peter Davi- 
son. 

Atthe end of “Castrovalva,” the 
Master was left in the hands of 
that city's citizens, apparently de- 
stined for imprisonment, if not 
death. But the Master is a hard 
person to kill. He returned in the 
story called "Time-Flight," at- 
tempting to hijack a Concorde 
SST. Months later, he reappeared, 
in the guise of a Norman knight, 
at the court of King John, where 
he attempted to prevent the sign- 
ing of the Magna Carta, thwarted 
only by the timely arrival of the 
Doctor, Tegan, and Turlough 
("King's Demons"). He fled in his 
TARDIS. 

As befits the Doctor's most 
persistent foe, the Master had a 
role to play in the 20th anniversary 
special, "The Five Doctors." He 
took a hand in the plot when the 
High Council of Time Lords was 
forced to call on the Master to 
help rescue the Doctors from the 
Death Zone. His final appearance 
(thus far) was about six months 
later, when he was apparently 
burned to a crisp on the "Planet 
of Fire." 

That's the Master's history, but 
what of the men who have played 
him? Though four actors have 
worn the black cloth so favored 
by the renegade Time Lord, we 
will be concentrating on the two 
best known for the role — Roger 
Delgado and Anthony Ainley. 
(The other two, Peter Pratt and 
Geoffrey Beevers, both played 
the role in heavy makeup, in the 
stories during with the Master's 
body is degenerating, “The Deadly 
Assassin,” and “The Keeper of 
Traken.") 

Roger Delgado took the role 
first, in 1971, bringing his satur- 
nine good looks to yet another in 
a long line of villainous roles. A 


graduate of the London School of 
Economics, Delgado forsook a 
career in business for a career as 
an actor. He trod the boards in 
repertory for a number of years, 
before joining the BBC Drama Re- 
pertory Company in 1950. Ap- 
parently, he was never dismayed 
by his constant casting as evil 
men. “І love playing villains,” he 
once said. "I am chosen by direc- 
tors to play wicked men because 
| have a beard, a menacing chin 
and piercing eyes." Among Del- 
gado's many film roles are two 
with Charlton Heston, parts in 
Khartoum and Antony and Cleo- 
patra. 

Delgado was much beloved by 
Who fans young and old during 
his tenure on the series, so that 
his tragic death in June 1963 was 
a severe blow. Delgado was kil- 
led when his chauffeur-driven car 
ran into a ravine while he was 
being driven to a film location in 
Turkey. Of his career, the Times 
of London said: "... he played 
with great panache the sinister 
scientist, versed in all the black 
arts, who repeatedly plots to do 
down Doctor Who. Though en- 
tirely convincing in his sudden 
Mephistophelean appearances 
and disappearances and his blood- 
curdling threats of disaster . . . he 
was a villain whom it was hard to 
hate." Delgado's death also 
played havoc with the plans of 
Doctor Who's then-producer Barry 
Letts, who intended, in Jon Pert- 
Wee's final season, to present the 
final confrontation between the 
two renegade Time Lords, and re- 
veal their true relationship. Alas, 
it seems now that the world will 
never know that secret. 

After Delgado's passing, it 
seemed the role would go unfilled. 
And it did for three years, until re- 
vived in "The Deadly Assassin" 
and "The Keeper of Traken." But 
it was at the end of "Keeper" that 
Who fans everywhere knew that 
the Master was truly returned. 

For in that climactic scene, An- 
thony Ainley took on the black 
mantle of the Doctor's arch- 
enemy. Alnley came from an act- 
ing family — his father, Henry, 
was a stage actor, and his brother, 
Richard, was in Hollywood in the 


1930s. Following the war, Henry 
turned to drama teaching, and 
one of his pupils was Tom Baker. 
"Small world, isn't it?" remarks 
Ainley. 

Despite his predecessor's great 
popularity, Ainley says he has 
never consciously tried to ape 
Delgado's characterization. “І try 
to play it my way. It's better not to 
copy anyone, because you be- 
come one-dimensional then, un- 
less you're a genius. 

“The actor's job is to bring the 
play to life, and that's what | try 
to do," Alnley continues. “I'm told 
sometimes that I'm more ruthless 
than Roger was; I'm also told that 
I'm less humorous. It's a matter 
of opinion." 

Like Delgado, Ainley has 
Spent much of his acting career 
in the role of the villain, a lot in 
life he fell into quite early. "Once 
| was in a perfectly straight play, 
and my line was 'Would you like. 
a cup of tea?’ And the actress | 
said it to replied, 'My god, you're 
sinister!’ And | wasn't even trying 
to be." Ainley has no regrets 
about type-casting, happy to 
make a living off his somewhat 
satanic features. “many of my 
friends hate it — ‘For god’s sake,’ 
they say, ‘why don't you do some- 
thing decent for a change?’ But | 
quite like it. If one has a talent for 
a certain thing — even acting evil 
— one might as well cash in on it." 

Ainley's version of the Master 
apparently 'died' in the climax of 
“Planet of Fire,” but neither he nor 
producer John Nathan-Turner 
will reveal if the character will re- 
turn in the future. It's always pos- 
sible . . . Time Lords are notoriously 
difficult to kill.
